UPHOLDING the affirmative side of the subject "Resolved 
that the United States should cancel its war debts, the Mc- 
Gill Debating Union team composed bf Harold Lande, and Mel- 
bourne Doig defeated the Universityiof aVernMri^^ repres- 
ented by J. E. Bigelow and R:"W?ltf§b1r^^4w%»national 
debate/ held last night in the Union Ballroonf.- The debate was 
conducted in a novel manner, combining the University of Ver- 
mont's formal style of debate with" the Mock Parliament for^ 
to which the McGill debaters conform. 

The verdict was arrived at by the 
decision of a committee of three 
Judges in the persons of Judge Sur 
veyer, QrylUe 8. ï^ndale, and Pro- 
fessor 0. B. rryer of the History De 
partment. lidmund OoUard, president 
of the Debîitlng Union, occupied the 
Speaker's chair. After explaining that 
the debate would be moideùed ujwo 
'novel lines. Cojiard called upon Har; 
oid Lande, the' first speaker ifor ffte 
affirmative. 

Ignonnoe General 
Lande opened bis argumeptâ by 
saying that the average man; ktiows 
vèr^ little about war debts.
